YEAR’S SENTENCE 


Kasper already is under a 
year’s sentence in prison for vio- 
lating Federal Judge Robert L. 
Taylor’s order against interfering 
with peaceful integration of the 
school. He is free under $10,000 
bond pending appeal. 

Kasper flatly denied the state's 
charges, declaring: “I never at 
any time advocated violence of 
any kind.”’ 

His attorney, J. Benjamin Sim- 
mons of Washington, paraded to 
the stand more than 50 witnesses, 
all of whorn testified that Kasper 
only urged them to oppose inte- 
gration by peaceful means. - 

The defense contended that an 
auxiliary police force, organized 
here Sept. 1 to help local, au- 
thorities maintain law and order, 
caused more unrest than Kasper 
and his activities. 

The disorders reached a climax 
Labor Day weekend when Gov. 
Frank Clement sent 100 state 
troopers and more than 600 Na- 
tional Guardsmen here to re 
store order. 

Simmons argued that the U.S. 
Supreme Court had “preempted 
the field’ of sedition for the fed- 
eral government. 


DISAGREES 

However, State Prosecutor 
Walter E. Fischer disagreed, de- 
claring the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision on sedition applied only 
to seditious acts against the na- 
tional government. 

Simmons in his final argument 
to the jury contended that county 
officials were “trying to find a 
fall guy in the whole deal and 
John Kasper looked like a likely 
person. So they let him have it.” 

The defense attorney also said 
a person could not be convicted 
of inciting a riot unless there 
had actually been a riot. And he 
added the testimony did not 
“show that there was any real 
rioting in Clinton.”’ 

Fischer, on the other hand, told 
the jury a man “can incite a 
riot and he doesn’t have to par- 
ticipate in it.” 

He said there was ample testi- 
mony in the record that Kasper, 
with his anti-integration speeches 
and literature, stirred up trouble 
where none had existed.

Offset in Mideast 


However they may rationalize, the 
Kremlin bosses have had to make con- 
cessions to Poland which assure that coun- 
try a measure of independence which 
must have made Stalin revolve in his 
grave. 

The Poles did not win complete in- 
dependence. Soviet troops will stay on 
Russian soil. The country remains a Com- 
munist country—but a country with a 
great measure of self-rule. While not as 
free of Moscow as the Yugoslavs, the 
bonds have been loosened. 

Obviously, the Russian hold on Eastern 
and Central Europe is no longer absolute. 
It is equally obvious that Soviet rule is 
hated. The battling Hungarians still have 
not submitted. Their blood has aided the 
Poles. The Russians can depend upon none 
of the satellites blindly to follow Mos- 
cow’s dictates. Control can be maintained 
only in sight of Russian guns. 

Yesterday the Reds were threatening 
Tito’s Yugoslavia with large-scale troop 
movements toward her borders. Nowhere 
except by force are the Reds able to keep 
their hold on Europe. Pro-Communist 
Asian nations, except the Arabs, have 
joined in condemnation. 

It is clear that Moscow’s dream of 
conquest has received a severe jolt. Soviet 
policy has been aimed at control of this 
heartland of Europe as a prelude to con- 
quest of the Middle East and all Africa and 
Asia. The extremely rapid infiltration of 
Egypt, the turmoil at Suez and through- 
out the Arab world have been part of that 
program. The Middle East with its oil is 
the strategic power center of all Soviet 
ambitions. Offsetting their losses in 
Europe have been tremendous gains here. 

It is still difficult to understand U.S. 
policy. We may have gained respect and 
friends in Asia and Africa, but if the 
result is the fall of the Middle East to 
communism, this country will have been 
the big loser. 

Neither have we encouraged the satel- 
lite troubles. President Eisenhower has 
declared this country bears no responsi- 
bility for the tragic revolt of defenseless 
people against tyranny. He declines to 
exploit the free world’s advantage. 

Placing all our faith in the United 
Nations may prove wise in the long run. 
But if the net result is to strengthen 
Nasser, leave the Middle East questions 
unsolved and the Russians free to con- 
tinue their arms shipments and “volun- 
teer” infiltration, world war will become 
inevitable. Appeasement is not the answer.

The special recommendations were:

2. State-by-state surveys of teacher 
and building needs in the higher educa- 
tion field at the earliest possible time. 

3. Expansion of sources of financial 
support for teachers, buildings, and pos- 
sibly for the creation of new institutions 
of “‘various kinds.” : 

4. No “crash programs” for special 
occasions. 

The prospect of tremendous increases 
in college enrollment now is in the junior 
high schools of the nation. A federal aid 
plan based on careful studies of need, 
state by state, is indicated. 

The next Congress will have a number 
of school aid bills. This time they will 
be enacted into legislation. The Presi- 
dent’s tremendous majority will change 
the minds of some of those in his own 
party who opposed his bill in the last 
Congress. 

Federal aid, without strings, is the 
only answer. It is unfortunate, in a sense, 
that this is true. But it is true. The states 
which are wise will make plans to be 
eligible.

Landlords Have Better Legal Protection? 


Atlanta—I want to direct this to 
the real estate taxpayers of this 
city, county and state and ask them 
why can’t we form a taxpayers’ 
league or something to attempt to 
protect our rights, since we proper- 
ty owners pay for the schools and 
everything the non-homeowner gets 
the benefit of?

If the furniture or 
what have you is mortgaged (and 
90 per cent of the time it is) the 
mortgagor has priority over past- 
due rent—thus he can claim the 
furniture. 

If you garnishee anyone, by the 
time you give him or her the re- 
quired 30 days’ notice they change 
jobs so as to be in the clear and 
not have to pay the garnishee.

Heart Valve 
Surgery Is 


Encouraging

A Boston surgeon, Dr. Dwight 
E. Harken, has performed more 
than 1,000 operations on the mi- 
tral valve of the heart. These 
patients were classified in four 
groups, depending upon the se- 
verity of the disease. 

Groups I and II were more 
benign than group III and those 
in group IV were totaly incapaci- 
tated and in a terminal state. His 


tute for experience. 


In the first 100 operations the 
mufrtality in group III was approxi- 
mately 14 per cent, and in group 
IV it was over 30 per cent. But 
after the surgeon had done 600 
operations the rate in group III 
dropped to 2.7 and in group IV 
to 20 per cent. 

More experience brought more 
improvement and the mortality 
in group III is now less than 5 
per cent; in the more serious 
cases it is 16 per cent. 

These statistics are significant 
for another reason. Candidates of 
this type of heart surgery (valvu- 
should not wait until 
they are on their last legs before 
requesting surgery, as the 
chances of survival in terminal 
patients are decreased forty-fold. 

Mitral stenosis is one of the 
most serious forms of leakage of 
the heart. The mitral valve sepa- 
rates the left ventricle from the 
left auricle and this structure is 
involved frequently in rheumatic 
fever. When damaged, its leaflets 
become inflamed. 

After healing occurs, residual 
scars narrow the opening to the 
size of a lead pencil. In this state, 
the valve does not open or close 
properly. 

The first attempts to reduce this 
obstruction were made in 194, 
and seven of the first 10 patients

=| Georgia drivers are losing their 
~\ drivers’ licenses this year at a 
pace almost 20 per cent faster 
than in 1955—and for many rea- 
sons besides drunken driving. 
The State Patrol Tuesday re- 
ported that through Nov. 19, 1955, 
there had been 13,385 suspensions 
and revocations of licenses, while 
through Nov. 17, 1956, there had 
been 16,054 suspensions and re- 
vocations. 

While drunken driving and 
speeding remain the surest ways 
to lose a license, patrol spokes- 
men stressed that any “‘hazard- 
ous violation’’ makes the affend- 
er subject to suspension even 
though it may be a first offense. 
If the violation didn’t result in 
a collision, the suspension prob- 
ably will be for 30 days, but if 
there was an-accident it will be 
for 60. 

The “hazardous violations’’ in- 
clude such things as running past 
stop signs or breaking red ligfits, 
passing across a yellow line, tak- 
ing the right-of-way and others. 
The increase in license actions 
this year is traced largely to two 
things—a slight increase in per-

Atlanta, for instance, has been having a love affair with the 
Scottish Rite Hospital for 41 years. 


In @ way it’s an astonishing spectacle, the ardor with which 
this big, soft-hearted city goes all-out for a+crippled children’s 
hospital on Thanksgiving Day every year. The Georgia Tech 
freshmen play the University of Georgia freshmen at Grant 
Field here in Atlanta and it’s as if the Rose Bowl had moved 
to North avenue. Even people who miss the varsity Tech-Georgia 
game without too much pain manage somehow to get to this 
Thanksgiving game. It is not football for football’s sake but 
football for the sake of a child with a twisted leg or a club 
foot or a crooked back. 


“Strong legs run that weak Jegs may walk’’ is what news- 
paper writers have been saying afmually for all these years. 
Somebody told me that Ralph McGill thought it up when he was 
a sports writer and I locked back in the files to see. I never 
did find out for sure. So many people have used it so many 
times in the intervening years. 


In fact, if Atlanta is truly having a love affair with that 
little hospital full“of children, newspaper writers have penned 
the love letters. The files are jammed with passionate prose 
about the importance of the Thanksgiving game to the s 
of the hospital and the importance of the hospital to literally 
thousands of youngsters. 


One of the best stories I found in the files was written by 
He told of a Sunday outing 
taken in the mountains years ago by Mr. and Mrs. Thomas K. 
Glenn and Mr. and Mrs. R. J. Guinn. They were enjoying «a 
picnic beside a spring when a man from a nearby house asked 
them to come up to the porch to speak to somebody there. 


On the porch a smiling young woman greeted Mr. Glenn, 
Mr. Camp wrote, and asked him if he didn’t remember her. 
He didn't, so she identified herself. Fifteen years before he had 
seen her at least once a week when he visited the Scottish Rite 
Hospital. ? 


“She ‘introduced her husband and her five bright, healthy, 
handsome children,”” Mr. Camp wrote. “She herself was the 
picture 6f health and contentment. They owned ‘their home and 
farm and were living lives of happiness and usefulness. They 
were assets to society. Fifteen years before the wife and 
mother of that family was a pitably crippled girl, destined, 
apparently, for a life of misery and soon to become a charge 
on society.”’ 


The Scottish Rite made the difference. 

That mountain wife is only one of thousands of people who 
owe their wholeness to that little hospital. 

Mr. Camp quoted one of the founders of the hospital, the 
late Joseph ©. Greenfield. He described the hospital as a place 
of many mysteries and of a resurrection—‘‘a resurrection from 
a living death to a life of joy and usefulness; from years of 
helplessness and possible pauperism to the certainty of health 
and self-sustaining citizenship.’’ 


The playing of a football game for a hospital was a unique 
thing when it was started here in 1915. It is no longer unique. 
Football benefits are common. 

But Atlanta’s all-out, sell-out determination to make the 
game a success is fairly unique, I think. Unique and beautiful.

SCIENTIFIC OBSERVERS 

The scientists, who are due to 
leave San Diego, Calif., Dec. 27 
aboard the seaplane tender Cur- 
tiss, will make observations over 
a period of six months as part of 
the U.S. contribution to the world- 
wide study of the earth and its 
atmosphere during the Interna- 
tional Geophysical Year starting 
next July. 

No one has ever before lived at 
the Pole. The safe arrival of the 
Seabee party was reported by ra- 
dio to this U. S. air base 800 miles 
away on the coast of Antarctica. 


Four other planes circled during 
the C47 landings — ready to drop 
medical teams in the event of a 
crash. 

One of the four planes, a giant 
Globemaster, dropped a four-ton 
weasel, a vehicle equipped with 
caterpillar tracks to travel over 
the snow. 


DOGS, SUPPLIES UNLOADED 


The C47s remained grounded 
about an hour while the dogs, a 
sled, tents, food and emergency 


gear were unloaded. Then they 


took off and headed back to this 
base. 

A party headed by Rear Adm. 
George Dufek, commander of 
the Navy’s Operation Deepfreeze, 
made the first plane landing at 
the Pole three weeks ago. That 
group spent an hour on the rough, 
windblown snow making observa- 
tions. 

Today Dufek watched the land- 
ings from the Globemaster. ‘“‘Ev- 
erything went off perfectly,” he 
said.
